Ic was thoughtful of you to send me a copy of your 
well-written article on the Congo. I read it with interest 
and appreciate your generous reference to me personally. 1 
only regret that I was not able,in our meeting, to persuade 
you to our point of view, 


I believe that, when the dust settles and the inci- 
dents of the Congo story recede into a more balanced 
historical perspective, it will become more evident that 
the United Nations made a real contribution to maintaining 
peace in a vital cold war issue, The United Nations was 
invited into the Congo by the Congolese Government. By 
its presence, a dangerous confrontation between the United 
States and the Soviet Union was avoided. The end of Katangan 
secession, precipitated by a man who clearly did not enjoy = 
the support of the majority of his own province, was achieved 
with remarkably little bloodshed and with little damage to rh 
the mining installations there. 


We really came out better than we had a right to expect. \ 
It is our hope now that Americans will close ranks and will > 
support the important nation-building task ahead of us in N 
the Congo.
